MUDDY CREEK 
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In tho Valley of Virginia, in 
the great county of Rockingham, 
is a little stream nlxmt ten miles 
in length, called Muddy Creek. 
It/flows through a fertile lime¬ 
stone country < tho .whole country 
is farmed to the waters edge and 
waters arc Always muddy. Fine 
limestone springs feed the creek 
at regular intervals. Farm houses 
line the banks'of the creek and it 
is hard to tell where one village 
ends or another begins. 

It was among the effete civili¬ 
zation of Muddy Creek that I was 
born in 1871, and I commenced 
to fish at tho mature age of livo 
years. 

It was thoro that I acquired the 
insidious lmbit of fishing. It is 
strange how easily a bad habit is 
formed and how hard it is to bo 
broken. Beware, my dear young 
friends, of the first fish. You do 
not know what chains of habit 
you are forging. Tho time may 
como that will see you a slave tt> 
fLlflng and you will leave the hay 
in swath or the family cow in tho 
ditch to hie away and gratify the 
consuming passion. 

Want, penury atid woe come 
from fishing. Tito children cry 
•for beefsteak nnd yeff ’offer them 
a fish. Therefore bo warned by 
my horrible example nnd do not 
allow tho lust for fishing to bo- 
como so grafted i.% your nature 
that you cannot eradicate it. 

Tiuo it keeps you well and 
strong and scuds you back to 
work with a clean brain, able to 
do mental work that otherwise 
you could never hope to accom¬ 
plish, but what is that compared 
to tho slavery of waiting for one 
more bite. 

Muddy Creek, in tho dim red 
■lawn of irnui, of which 1 write 
was full of suckers and eels. The 
eels worked up every year from 
tho unfathomable depths of the 
ocean. The suckers lived and 
died in the murky pools between 
the grassy banks of the stream. 
I spent my spare time on the 
creek during the fishing season, 
until at tho nge of elevcu I lnid 
absorbed enough malaria to kill 
an ordinary child.

But apart from this, tho Hin¬ 
ton Hospital brings money to tho 
t>wn. Patients come hero from 
a distance; many of thorn from 
other States. They never fail to 
do more or loss shopping. Largo 
numbers of them tako occasion to 
lay in complete outfits of cloth¬ 
ing, shoes, lints, millinery, jew¬ 
elry, dry goods, modicinos and 
other groceries, furniture, etc.. In 
the majority of cases they are 
accompanied by relatives and 
friends who patronizo tho hotels 
and boarding houses, and to tho 
stream of trado tho hospital brings 
to the city. This trado is con¬ 
stant, as tlioBo people are always 
coming and going. 

In addition to this the hospital 
itself spends a largo amount of 
money. It lias fifteen employes. 
Dr. Cooper told a reporter for 
this |»ypcr that tho current ex¬ 
penses of tlio hospital wore #1,000 
a month, aud that also in the last 
two years over #10,000 was ex¬ 
pended in improvements alone.
